of Minerals on Dominion Lands in 
Manitoba, the Northwest Territories 
and the Yukon Yerritory 


Coal.—Coal lands may be purchas 
ed at $10 per acre for soft zl, 
and $29 for anthracite Not more 
than 320 acres carn be acquired by 
ode individual or company. Royalty 
at the rate of 18 cents per ton of 
2003 pounds shall be collected on the 
gross output. e 

Quartz.—Persons of eighteen years 
and over and joint stock companies 
bolding free mriners’ certificates, may 
obtair entry for mining location. 

A free miner’s certificate is grant- 
ed for oDe or more years, not exceed- 
ing five, upon payment in advanze 
of $7.50 per annum for an ondivi- 
dual, and from $50 to$100 per an- 
num for a company, according to 
capital., j 


A free miner, having discovered :ni- 
nera!l in place, may locate a claim 
1,500 by 1,500 feet by marking out 
the same with two legal posts bear- 
ing location notices, one at  aach 
env’ of the line of the lode or veir. 

The claim may be recorded withia 
fifteen Gays if located within ten 
miles of a mining recorder’s office, 
one aiditional day allowed for every 
additional ten miles or fraction. The 
fee for recording a claim is $5.00 

At least $106. must be expended con 
the claim each year or paid to the 
mining recorder in lieu thereof, 
When $500 has beér expended or 
gaid the lecator may, upon having a 
survey .made, and upon complying 
with other requirements, ~ ,ar- 
chase the land at $1.00 ger acre, 

Permission may be granted cy the 
Minister of the Interior to losate 
claims containing iron and mioa, al- 
so copper. in the Yukos Territory, 
of am area not exceeding 160 sores. 

The patent for a mining location 
shall provide for the peyment of 
royalty on the sales not exceeding 
five per cent. 

Placer Mining, Manitoba and the 
N, W. T,» ‘excenting the Yakonu 
Territory.—Placer mining claims are 
generally 100 feet square, entry fee 
$5.00, renewable yearly, On the 
North Saskatchewan river claims 
for either bar or bench, the former 
being 100 feet long, and extending 
between high and low water mark, 
The latter includes bar diggings, 
but extends back to the base of *he 
bili or bank, but not exceeding i,000 
feet, Where steam power is used, 
claims 200 feet wide may be obtaia- 


ed, 

Dredging in the rivers of Manitoba 
aod the N. W. 'T.. excepting the ¥u- 
0G Serrituzy.—A rea miser may 
obtain only two leases of five mules 
eath, for a term of twenty years, 
renewable in the discretion of the 
Minister of the Interior, 

The lessee’s right is confined to the 
submerged bed or bars of the river 
below low water mark, and subject 
to the rights oof all persons who 
have or who may receive entries for 
bar diggings on bench claims, except 
in the Saskatchewan river, where 
the lessee may dredge to high water 
mark on each alternate leasehold. 

Tho lessee shall have a dredge io 
operation within one seuson from the 
date of ‘the lease for each five miles, 
but where a person or company has 
chtained more than one lease, one 
dredge for each fifteen miles or 
fraction, will be sufficient. Rental, 
$10 per annum for each mile of the 
river leased, Royalty at the rate 
of two and a haif per cent, collec- 
ted on the output after it exceeds 
$10,000. 

Dredging in the Yukon Territo- 
ry.—Six leases of five miles each 
may be granted to a free mioer

The boundaries of a claim may: be 
defined absolutely by having asvr- 
vey made, and publishing notice in 
the Yukon Official Gazette, 

Hydraulic Mining, Yukor Territe- 
ry,—Locations suitable for hydralic 
mining. having a frontage from 
one to five miles, ani a depth of 
one mile or more, may be Jeased for 
twenty years, provided the ground 
las been prospected by the applicant 
or his agent; .is found to be unsuit- 
able for placer mining, and does not 
include within its boundaries any 
mifing claims already granted. A 
rental of $150 for each mile of fron- 
tage. and royalty at the rate of 
two and one-half per cent of the 
valuc of the gold shipped from the 
Territory are charged. Operations 
must be commenced within one sgeir 
from the date of the lease, and 1 ot 
less than $5,000 must be expenide?r 
anoually, The lease includes all base 
metals, quartz and coal, and gro- 
vides for the withdrawal of anop2c- 
ed land for agricuitural and buildiaz 
purposes.
